63 percent of women harassed 


MINNESOTA POLL: Half ofall respondents say it’s a major problem in the workplace.

Nearly two out of three 
women in the state have per- 
sonally experienced sexual 
harassment, and half of all vot- 
ers believe such harassment is 
a major problem in the work- 
place, according to a Star Tri- 
bune Minnesota Poll. 


Sixty-three percent of women 
said they’ve had to endure sex- 
ual harassment, while just 11 
percent of men said the same. 
Minnesotans’ own experiences 
with harassment, and whether 
they see it as a major problem, 
depends in part on where they 
live, their political affiliation 
and how old they are. Younger 
people, women, Democrats and 


Twin Cities residents were more 
likely to see it as a big issue. 
With sexual harassment 
allegations against powerful 
men generating nearly daily 
headlines in recent months, 
50 percent of all Minnesotans 
said sexual harassment in the 
workplace is a major problem. 
Another 35 percent said it’s a 
minor problem. But, even as the 


vast majority of the 800 regis- 
tered voters who participated 
in the poll saw it as some kind 
of issue, only 2 percent said it’s 
a major problem in their work- 
place, with another 13 percent 
calling it a minor problem. 
Forty-six percent of people 
said at their own workplace it 
is “no real problem.”

Volunteers set to help, you betcha

Minnesotans can lay justified claim to 
being above average in yet another cate- 
gory: showing up to stand outdoors in Janu- 
ary and February without being paid for it. 

Super Bowl Host Committee organiz- 
ers are midway through the final week of 
orientation sessions for 10,000 volunteers. 
For each 90-minute session, 245 volun- 
teers signed up to learn the rules, get pub- 
lic safety training and pick up their bright 


blue Super Bowl uniforms. 


What’s unusual is the rate at which they’re 
showing up. Standard attrition for volunteer 
efforts is about 30 percent, volunteer director 
Elle Kehoe said. Attrition for “Crew 52” is no 


higher than 5 percent, meaning 95 percent of 


those who signed up are showing up. At the 
Super Bowl in San Francisco, Kehoe said the 


drop-off was 40 percent. 


“Everyone’s just really excited for the 
opportunity,” Kehoe said of the crew.

She figured Minnesotans wouldn’t drop 
out at the typical rate so she planned sched- 
ules to accommodate losing about 20 per- 
cent, or 2,000 volunteers. Volunteers will be 
on duty from Jan. 26 through the game Feb. 
4. Kehoe said the sign-up sheets for two to 
three shifts of several hours each are full. 

“Were thinking 10,000 will show up so 
this city will be completely blue,” Kehoe said, 
anticipating that some who have yet to make 
orientations will attend a makeup session. 

That means a full dose of Minnesota 
hospitality for an estimated 1 million visi- 
tors to events throughout the Twin Cities 
during the event. Many volunteers would 
like to see the hometown team play in the

Dayton 
proposes 
$1.5Bin 


projects 


He says bill focused on 
infrastructure would 
boost jobs, economy.

Headed toward his final 
legislative session, Gov. Mark 
Dayton on Tuesday proposeda 
$1.5 billion public works bond- 
ing bill that prioritizes upkeep 
projects on college cam- 
puses but would also spread 
resources to improving other 
state buildings, constructing 
affordable housing and repair- 
ing clean water infrastructure. 

“Now is the time to make 
substantial investments in our 
state’s future,” Dayton said in 
a statement, citing the state’s 
Triple-A bond rating and what 
he called an “enormous need 
for infrastructure improve- 
ments across Minnesota.” 

About a third of the proj- 
ects Dayton is proposing are 
on campuses of the University 
of Minnesota and Minnesota 
State systems. Dayton must 
build support from Republican 
majorities in the state House 
and Senate, who are unlikely 
to want to exceed $1 billion in 
bonding, or direct that much

Bannon is subpoenaed 
in Russia investigation 


It could be tactic to get him 
to talk to Mueller’s team.

WASHINGTON - Steve Ban- 
non, President Donald Trump’s 
former chief strategist, was 
subpoenaed last week by spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller 
to testify before a grand jury 
as part of the investigation 
into possible links between 
Trump’s associates and Rus- 
sia, according to a person with 
direct knowledge of the matter. 

The move marked the first 
time Mueller is known to have 
used a grand jury subpoena to 


seek information from a mem- 
ber of Trump’sinner circle. The 
special counsel’s office has used 
subpoenas before to seek infor- 
mation on Trump’s associates 
and their possible ties to Russia 

or other foreign governments. 
The subpoena could be a 
negotiating tactic. Mueller 
is likely to allow Bannon to 
forgo the grand jury appear- 
ance if he agrees to instead be 
questioned by investigators in 
the less formal setting of the 
special counsel’s offices about 
ties between Trump’s associ- 
ates and Russia and about the 
president’s conduct in office, 
according to the person, who

Family that fled Iraq 
now reels from killing 


Rochester man remains 
in jail after teen’s death.

ROCHESTER - The teenager 
shot to death Sunday after a 
confrontation with another 
driver here over a minor 
fender-bender was part of a 
tight-knit Iraqi family whose 
members fled their home- 
land six years ago for a safer 
life in the United States. 

Abdulwahhab Kareem, 
father of Muhammed Rahim, 
the slain 17-year-old, said Tues- 
day that he can’t understand 
how his family found tragedy 


in what he called the safest city 
in the world. They left their 
war-torn home in 2012 due to 
threats that shadowed them 
because of their work for the 
U.S. government, he said. 

“This accident happened 
for nothing,” Kareem said. “A 
car accident happened. This is 
the business of the insurance 
company. But somehow inthe 
safest place in the world, and 
the safest place in the U.S., I 
lost my life. I lost my son.” 

A 25-year-old Roches- 
ter man was arrested at the 
shooting scene on suspicion 
of second-degree murder 
and remains in jail. Rochester
